The Maverick Mayor hits 
the big time! 


Doncaster is a town of Ro- 
man origin, with a popula- 
tion (in the 2001 census) 
of 67,977, the wider bor- 
ough area figure is as high 
as 286,866. It is a former 
mining community that 
shares an airport with 
neighbouring Sheffield, 20 
miles away. In recent 
years, its political land- 
scape has been blighted by 
a series of high profile 
sackings of local councillors 
—- some of whom ended up 
behind bars, and the kind 
of classic late 20°" century 
urban degeneration and 
economic downturn that 
has stalked many northern 
towns. 


However, on the morning 
of 4° June 2009, Don- 
caster’s fortunes changed 
as literally overnight, the 
political landscape was 
turned upside down by the 
spectacular arrival of the 
town’s new mayor, Peter 
Davies. A day to remember 
what a result, I can tell you 
the phone lines were buzz- 
ing when that result came 
through to the national 
team. It just shows you 
what can be achieved when 
we have a strong team on 
the ground pulling to- 
gether. He was elected 
with a combined total of 
25,334 votes after first and 
second preference voting. 
An historic victory; com- 
mon sense had finally pre- 
vailed, this was one in the 
eye for the politically cor- 
rect establishment. The 
timing was right and the 
people of Doncaster had 
voted for the no nonsense 
ticket based on traditional 
English values and English 
Freedoms. 


Peter’s light had been hid- 


den behind the bushel of 
an assortment of political 
allegiances, including Con- 
servatives, which he joined 
in 1974 and for whom he 
stood for election twice for 
county council but he later 
became dissatisfied after 
the signing of the Maas- 
tricht Treaty and joined 
UKIP. Peter first stood for 
the UKIP party in a parlia- 
mentary by-election and 
eventually made a break- 
through by becoming the 
first person in Doncaster to 
get a substantial vote, 12.5 
percent in 1998. However, 
after concerns over the 
internal arguments, Peter 
left to join a splinter party 
called Reform UK. Soon 
after this the Reform Party 
joined with the English 
Democrats and Peter hit 
the ground running achiev- 
ing over 20 percent of the 
vote in the Finningley Ward 
of Doncaster. On the three 
occasions Peter stood he 
finished in second place 
behind the Conservatives, 
beating Labour, LibDems 
and Greens establishing a 
firm foundation on which to 
build. 


After months of delibera- 
tion with the Yorkshire 
team Peter agreed to stand 
for the position of Mayor of 
Doncaster, with his good 
local standing, and a 
strong supportive team we 
were confident of a good 
result, but dare we suspect 
winning the coveted seat. 
“T already knew what I was 
going to do; put forward a 
radical agenda and that is 
what got us the votes,” 
said Peter, in his unhesitat- 
ing and confident Yorkshire 
way. His straight-speaking, 
shoot-from-the-hip style is 
the product of a proud 
Yorkshire heritage of min- 
ers and farmers. Peter, a 


butcher’s son, was born 
and bred in Doncaster and 
pursued a career aS a 
schoolteacher — rising to 
become head of religious 
studies and politics at Don- 
caster’s Danum School. 


Asked why he thought local 
people had voted for him in 
their droves (25,000) he 
suggested modestly: “I 
don’t know; I suspect some 
Conservatives have come 
over to me, I do have a 
very large personal vote in 
this town, having been a 
teacher there for 30 years. 
I’m known on eastern side 
of Doncaster. People are 
fed up with the council, 
political correctness and 
council tax increases. I 
think it’s middle England 
talking.” 


The turn-out at this elec- 
tion was 35.8 percent — the 
kind of interest that is usu- 
ally regarded by political 
pundits as unimpressive. 
However, the actual count 
itself proved to be a roller 
coaster of excitement and 
tension, with speculation, 
counter-speculation and 
that most dreaded of ani- 
mals in an election, not 
one, but two recounts.

“There were two recounts 
as to who was second and 
third between me and la- 
bour candidate, in the sec- 
ond recount the difference 
increased, we thought we 
would win very easily but 
then labour and LibDem 
candidates came back 
again. I only realised when 
the count was declared 
that I had won. It wasn’t 
clear by looking at votes in 
boxes.” 


Asked about his reaction 
on realising the returning 
officer was indeed declar- 
ing him top of the polling, 
he added modestly, “I felt 
good but am not the sort of 
bloke to jump up and 
down. I think my support- 
ers were more pleased 
than I was. It still hasn’t 
sunk in.” 


This is unsurprising, given 
the fact that Peter is an 
ELECTED mayor, like Boris 
Johnson —- the second most 
significant role of its kind 
after the London Mayor. 
Peter will have none of the 
trappings such as chains of 
office but has so far been 
greeted warmly by the 
staff at his new headquar- 
ters. He expressed surprise 
at this. “It’s a weird thing, 
everybody is running round 
after me; doing things for 
me, I have never come 
across a Situation like it. 
They are all very suppor- 
tive. There’s a good atmos- 
phere in the mayor’s de- 
partment. I went in there 
thinking there’d be a lot of 
trouble and obstacles but 
they’re all terrific.” 


However, trouble is brew- 
ing as detractors appear 
out of the woodwork, ap- 
parently in fear of the new 
broom Peter is wielding - 
but Peter is refreshingly 
unrepentant. 


“For a long time, people 
have regarded the council 


with contempt; the last 
mayor was held in equal 
contempt — he got thrown 
out of the labour party 
during his term of office 
and finished up as inde- 
pendent. The council has 
been full of controversy 
with councillors fighting 
like rats in a sack.” 


And Peter intends to ad- 
dress this problem. There 
are 63 councillors and he 
proposes to slash their 
number to 21. Peter 
added: “We are currently 
working on how to do this 
— we may even suggest a 
referendum and the matter 
is currently with the Elec- 
toral Commission; I would 
prefer them to resign be- 
cause getting rid of 42 
councillors will save 
£800,000 a year and the 
cost of elections for two 
years.” 


However, Peter has also 
cut his own salary from 
£73,000 to £30,000... a 
radical but clever move in 
today’s climate of expenses 
scandals and sleaze. 


Peter continued. “We have 
to make major cuts but it 
will take time.” 


However, some of his pro- 
posals are proving too con- 
troversial for the left wing 
liberal politically correct 
contingent. Peter is aiming 
his axe at the printing of 
forms in foreign languages 
and it is difficult to argue 
with his reasoning. He ex- 
plains: “Translators have to 
be brought in from the 
south of England just for 
one language at great cost.

He is also 
looking into services for 
home helps, care homes 
and decent council housing 
for local people. 


However, Peter’s chief 
bugbear is political correct- 
ness. “I’m getting rid of all 
politically correct non-jobs, 
such as diversity officers, 
the stuff you get adver- 
tised in the Guardian and 


I’m going to root out pc 
wherever it rears its head. 
I discover pc every day,” 
Peter says earnestly. 


The Campaign Against 
Political Correctness has 
been called in, a contro- 
versial decision but one 
Peter is committed to: 
“They've rooted out all 
manner of issues that will 
take years to sort out but 
we’ve made a start.” 


And he won't be alone in 
his mission. “I have a good 
chief executive on site that 
is very supportive and paid 
tribute to his agent Geoff 
Crossman who he insists 
“has been a tower of 
strength in the campaign 
and been a wonderful 
agent. I had a great team, 
including Michal Cassidy, 
EDP’s Yorkshire area chair- 
man who supported me 
with leafleting and other 
vital work.” 


To start with he will need 
all the backing he can get. 
“There is a hate campaign 
going on accusing me of 
racism and homophobia - 
but equally there are a lot 
of people out there de- 
lighted with what I’m do- 
ing.” He adds, with uncon- 
cealed venom: “I couldn't 
care less what they think, 
it’s the majority views I am 
interested in.” 


And the majority, it ap- 
pears, is in agreement. 
The Doncaster Star posted 
a poll on their website to 
see how many agreed with 
Peter’s anti PC stance. A 
resounding 93% concurred 
with his views. 


Of the minority, he 
quipped. “It’s annoying, 
like a flea bite or wasp

sting but it isn’t terminal 
and they won’t move me.” 


As Peter embarks ona 
massive clean-up cam- 
paign in his home town he 
will surely be hard pressed 
to find time for his inter- 
ests, which include mem- 
bership of the Thomas 
Hardy Society. This is a 
lifelong interest, held since 
his sixth form A level days 
and he visits Hardy’s home 
county and setting for his 
novels, regularly. He has 
numerous book collections 
and is also a stalwart fan 
of traditional jazz, horse 
racing — unsurprisingly 
given Doncaster’s horse- 
racing history, including 
the St Leger - and theatre. 
Peter prefers what he calls 
“serious plays”. 


Peter is also a big fan of 
London and has a pen- 
chant for Perth in Scotland, 
another regular haunt. In 
his time he has played, 
and followed rugby and 
been chairman of the 
Sykehouse Cricket Club, 
during a period of 20 
years. And as expected, 
Peter has a Yorkshireman’s 
passion for real ale. 


However, there will be no 
chains for this mayor — of 
office or any other kind. 
This is a man unshackled 
by ceremony or public 
opinion. He has a clearly 
defined view of a new, 
cleaned-up Doncaster and 
all obstacles will be navi- 
gated with a steely resolve 
- and subsequently over- 
come. His commitment and 
gritty determination is set 
to confound critics and 
hopefully, inspire others to 
similar aspirations.

TOO POOR FOR UNIVERSITY: 


TUITION FEES ARE PUTTING 
OFF WORKING CLASS STU- 
DENTS, by Laura Clarke 

The proportion of (English) 
working class students going to 
university has dropped since 
tuition fees (in England) were 
brought in (thanks in part to 
Scottish Labour MPs voting 
the bill through in 2006). 
Students from (English) work- 
ing-class families are taking a 
smaller share of places at uni- 
versity after the introduction of 
£3,000-a-year tuition charges in 
2006 (thanks in part to Scot- 
tish Labour MPs voting the 
bill through in 2006). 

And nearly a quarter of all stu- 
dents (from England) are fail- 
ing to finish the courses they 
start despite a £1billion crack- 
down on the university drop-out 
toll, university league tables 


showed yesterday. 

Student leaders (from English 
branches of the Students 
Union) blamed tuition charges 
for the figures, and demanded a 
radical shake-up of university 
funding. 

Universities Secretary (for Eng- 
land) John Denham admitted 
he was ‘ disappointed’ by the 
drop in the proportion of 
(English) working-class en- 
trants from 29.8 per cent in 
2006 to 29.4 per cent the fol- 
lowing year. (In a letter to the 
Higher Education Funding 
Council for England (HEFCE), 
he blamed poor teaching for the 
rise in the number of (English) 
students failing to finish their 
first year at university and 
warned that (English) institu- 
tions with high drop- out rates 
would in future be 'named and 
shamed’. 

Mr Denham’s remarks drew an 
immediate backlash from lectur- 
ers, Who accused him of an 
‘outrageous’ attempt to deflect 
attention from rising student 
debt levels and class sizes. Yes- 
terday’s tables (on English 
universities) show the dropout 
toll has risen to more than 
70,000 a year even though 
£1billion over eight years has 
been earmarked to help 
(English) universities keep 
students on courses, for in- 
stance through pastoral 
schemes and personalised 
teaching. 


Figures published by the Higher 
Education Statistics Agency re- 
veal that 22.7 per cent of 
(English) students will fail to 
complete courses started in 
2006. This compares with 22.6 
per cent who began their 
courses in 2005. The toll is 
worst among (English) stu- 
dents with the lowest entry 
qualifications and at new uni- 
versities, which take the lion’s 
share of so-called 
‘non=traditional’ students. 
Some former polytechnics are 
losing almost half their students 





every year. The figures 
dismayed ministers who have 
set a target for 50 per cent of 
young people (from England) 
to attend university (in Eng- 
land), up from 43 per cent 
currently. 

In a letter to funding chiefs Mr 
Denham said: ‘No doubt there 
will be a number of factors to 
explain why certain institutions 
have particularly low retention 
rates. ‘However it seems likely 
that the quality of teaching and 
the student experience (at 
English universities) will be 
an important component.’ 


Sally Hunt, general secretary of 
the University and College Un- 
ion, said: ‘I am outraged and 
astonished that the minister is 
trying to suggest that the 
reason for an increase in 
dropouts is down to poor 
teaching.’ 

National Union of Students 
president Wes Streeting said: ' 
Top up fees are leaving a gen- 
eration of (English) students in 
unprecedented levels of debt. 


‘If the cap of £3,000 were to be 
raised (on the students of 
England), many more (English) 
people from poorer backgrounds 
(in England) would be forced to 
conclude that they simply 
cannot afford to go to university 
(in England - or indeed Scot- 
land) at all.’ 


NOTE: We tried to contact the 
Students Union to ask about the 
whole issue of tuition fees for 
English students - they declined 
to comment.

English Democrats 
leader hails 
election success

AMONG the many 
Surprises to come out of 
the recent raft of 
countrywide elections 
the emergence of the 
English Democrats was 
one of the more unusual 
and interesting. 


Founded by Willingale 
resident Robin Tilbrook 
seven years ago, The 
English Democrats took 
the mayoralty in 
Doncaster and polled 
279,801 votes in the 
European election 
almost double their 
previous total. 


A solicitor by trade, Mr 
Tilbrook formed the 
Democrats to campaign 
for an English parlia- 
ment following the par- 
tial devolution of Scot- 
land and Wales, and has 
been their chairman 
Since formation. 


He told the Guardian: 
"I'd been active with the 
local Conservative 
party, then we had 
Scottish and Welsh 
devolution and I 
thought: ‘surely the 
Conservatives would 
want something simi- 
lar?’ To my Surprise 
they weren’t in the 
Slightest bit interested. 


“T think at the moment 
we have a badly 
thought out system. 
The Scottish are day-to- 


day domestically 
independent. 

The Government talks 
about being British in 
England, but in Scotland 
they're perfectly happy 
to talk about issues for 
Scotland. They have 
free prescriptions for all 
in Scotland and Wales 
and no tuition fees.” 


The English Democrats 
have achieved a number 
of high profile results in 
recent years. 


TV host and former Sun 
columnist Gary Bushell 
stood for the party in 
south London at the last 
general election, and 
their candidate Peter 
Davies has now taken 
the elected mayor’s slot 
for Doncaster. 


“We are very pleased 
with that,” said Mr 
Tilbrook. “The financial 
Times had an article 
headlined ‘The Boris of 
the north’ which said it 
was the most significant 
result on election day. 
Doncaster is the second 
largest mayoral author- 
ity after London.” 


Mr Tilbrook, himself, 
stood for Epping Forest 
in the 2005 election and 
said he would probably

Matt Kelly and Paul Sackey 


"I love my 
country and I 
love what it 


stands for,” 
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These days, many high 
profile sportsmen are 
afforded Hollywood- 
style superstar status; 
they grin at us from ad- 
vertising hoardings; 
have their private lives 
and interiors splashed 
across glossy magazines 
and make many an ego- 
led demand on hapless 
interviewers. 


Not so Paul Sackey, one 
of England rugby’s 
treasures. 


Self effacing and a little 
Sheepish after a late 
night, Paul greeted us at 
his neat Surrey barn 
conversion home, with a 
wide grin and a strong 
handshake. 


Seated in a neat, mod- 
ern kitchen with a cup 
of tea each we asked 
Paul what “being Eng- 
lish” meant to him. He 
was unequivocal “I am 
very passionate about 
England. I put on the 
rose to play for England 
and it’s such an honour. 
I was born and brought 
up here. It’s such a 
proud country. When I 
represent my country I 
feel it perhaps a little 
more. When the crowd 
are firing at you, you 
can feel the intensity 
and it heightens the 
pride. 


“IT love my country and 
I love what it stands 
for,” he finished, with a 
proud and beaming 
smile. 


Paul’s introduction to 
the world of sport came 
originally, via boxing: 
“My dad used to make 
me watch boxing so 
Mike Tyson at the time 
was the one, he was a 
massive inspiration. He 
made me feel like I 


could do anything. Mi- 
chael Jordan was an- 
other influence.” 

Asked if he would ever 
Swap codes to rugby 
league he declared: “At 
one point I was going to 
go. I would have gone 
to somewhere like Wi- 
gan. They wanted me to 
do a little stint there. 
Sean Edwards was go- 
ing to give me ago. I 
was a bit wary and 
thought, in the end, no 
I wanted to stay with 
rugby union. I would 
like to experience it but 
at the moment I don’t 
feel it’s right for me.” 


Surprisingly, Paul hardly 
watches rugby union on 
television. “If I watch 
rugby I only watch 
league. Watching rugby 
union is too much like 
work for me. I watch 
football, tennis too. I 
watch every other sport 
apart from union.” 


On his own heroes he 
cites Jonah Lomu as an 
inspiration: “Obviously 
when I was growing up 
and cutting my rugby 
teeth (I was a winger) 
Lomu was the man. He 
was powerful, quick and 
big. I admired him and 
wanted to be exactly 
like him. I was also a 
follower of the Under- 
woods, Rory and Tony. 
Those were the three 
guys for me and of 
course, Jeremy Guscott. 


In the cut and thrust 
world of rugby, certain 
players and teams are 
obviously viewed with 
awe. 


“Brendan Venter, South 
African Springbok is a 

strong player. Gradually 
the South Africans have 


got stronger and harder. 


I believe that they area 


strong rugby nation. At 
the moment they are 
proving that. I can 
guarantee every- 

One associated with 
English rugby would 
probably say Springboks 
are a force to be reck- 
oned with.” 


Sacks confesses to a 
wicked sense of dress- 
ing room humour which, 
it appears, is a regular 
feature behind the 
scenes. 


“James Haskell is a 
complete joker but me 
and Tom Voyce used to 
have big competitions 
against Dallaglio and 
Phil Vickery. One day 
we had come back and I 
found shaving foam in 
the bottom of my train- 
ers. I’d just got show- 
ered.. Me and Voycey 
cut holes in their socks 
just to get back and let 
the tyres down on his 
car. He took our car 
keys till we couldn’t get 
home. 


“At the end me and 
Voyce got some fox poo 
and put it in his engine 
so he wouldn’t notice till 
it started to come 
through the air con! 


“Finally, Lawrence 
pulled the plug on us 
and said we had to stop 
or it would come to 
blows.”

Paul Sackey Interview continued 


It is a tradition in rugby 
that on the achievement 
of the first England cap 
- the player has to sing 
a song. Sacks’ chosen 
tune was Oasis’s Won- 
derwall. “Then you have 
to have a drink with 
every member of the 
squad, he grinned wick- 
edly. “You have to be 
careful though as they 
mess about with the 
drinks and you don’t 
know what you'll end up 
with.” 


Inspirations outside of 
rugby include Michael 
Jackson, whom he was 
to have met at one of 
the O2 concerts Jackson 
had lined up just before 
his untimely death. 
Another of Sacks’s 
musical heroes was 
Frank Sinatra. 


Inside the game Sacks 
declared a deep admira- 
tion, bordering on rev- 
erence, for Sean Ed- 
wards, whom he views 
as “the unsung hero of 
English rugby.” 


“From my own experi- 
ence Sean Edwards at 
Wasps has won six 
seven trophies in last 
six years. Whatever he 
won with Wigan too; he 
won grand slam in 
Wales. His record shows 
him to be an unbeliev- 
able coach. He would 
bring so much to 
England. England would 
be better team for it. 


“T believe he has what it 
takes to help England 
go forward. He has 
helped me and so many 
other players along the 
way. He is a living leg- 
end in both codes.” 


Asked who he would 
have like to played 
alongside, past or 
present, he smiled: 


“I have been very fortu- 
nate played against 
some of the best play- 
ers. I played with Jonny 
Wilkinson, I wanted to 
play alongside him. 
Jason Robinson too. 
Josh Lewsey and 
Dallaglio go without 
saying” 


On Mike Catt, again 
Sacks becomes rever- 
ent. “He is fantastic, I 
have had the chance to 
play alongside him. He 
is an amazing guy and 
amazing athlete. He has 
been an unsung hero for 
English rugby he had 
Dallaglio Lewsey Robin- 
son and Greenwood at 
the time but England 
wouldn't have done half 
as good. Nobody really 
talks about him but for 
me he has been the 
man for me. I have had 
the pleasure of playing 
alongside him. He made 
a difference. He isa 
legend.” 


On the wider world of 
rugby he added: 
“Obviously England and 
Oz have a massive 
rivalry; I love that. 
There is no bad feeling; 
it’s just banter. It gives 
everything an edge.” 


With reference to the 
recent Bloodgate 
controversy, he 
commented: 


“Rugby has always been 
respected and very 
straight laced with no 
bad behaviour. Obvi- 
ously these two things 
have come out and eve- 
ryone’s gone mad. It 
seems to have shocked 
people because it’s a 
very respectable sport. I 
think Bloodgate has es- 
calated because the bar 
thing has come out at 
the same time. Ob- 
vously media and press 
have made it massive

because there’s not 
been any rugby scandal 
before. 


“I think after all of that, 
I cannot comment on 
the bath boys but both 
parties have taken it on 
the chin and said ‘ok we 
messed up. Let’s get on 
with it.” But it seems to 
be carrying on. We need 
to get past it and carry 
on with it and start 
playing rugby. I think it 
will all die down.” 


Outside of rugby, Sacks 
is a grade one petrol- 
head; well overdue for 
an appearance on Top 
Gear, an experience he 
would relish. Having 
had a business selling 
cars before, he has re- 
invented his company 
and declares a passion 
for most things car re- 
lated. 


“For the last two years, 
I was going to go on 
Top Gear but things 
have got in the way. 
This year I was meant 
to do a DVD but could- 
n’t because I broke my 
leg and I had to be 
running, in this film. 


“I had to put my car 
business on a back 
burner. But I want to do 
something with cars.” 


Asked if he'd like to be 
a Top Gear presenter he 
grinned broadly: “Jezza 
is getting older now... 
you never know,” he 


quipped. 


His own cars include a 

Range Rover (a favour- 
ite of Clarkson’s) anda 
Ferrari which he speaks 
of with immense pride. 


On the question of his 
future retirement from 
rugby, the answer was 
predictable. 


“Once I am finished, I 
want to work with 
cars.” 


It has to be said that, 
compared with his 
equals in the world of 
football, with its players’ 
egos. over-the-top an- 
tics and general un- 
sportsmanlike conduct 
on the pitch, it was a 
great pleasure to meet 
this pleasant, rather shy 
young man whose quick 
wit, intelligent insight 
into his sport and deep 
sense of fair play make 
him an Englishman his 
nation can be justly 
proud of; a truly inspir- 
ing role model today’s 
youngsters can look up 
to. 


It can truly be said that 
he is great ambassador 
for his sport; a genu- 
inely nice guy anda 
proud Englishman.

Lord Calman, while review- 
ing the Barnett formula, 
claimed: “Devolution has 
been a great success”.
